To Gladstone Holmes, a Constable in the Town of New- 
burgh, of said County, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
requred to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Newburgh, qualified to vote in town affairs, to assemble 
at the Newburgh Town Hall in said Town of Newburgh, 
on Saturday, the 16th day of March, at ten o'clock in the 
forencon, 1957, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear the report of the selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor, treasurer and superintendent 
of schools, and see if the town will vote to accept them as 
printed. 


Art. 4. To choose three or more selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to act as road commissioners, if not, to deter- 
mine the number of road commissioners the town shall 
have and elect the same. 


Art. 6. To choose a member of the school committee 
for a term of three years. 


Art. 7. To choose one or more fire wards. 


Art. 8. To chocse a treasurer of the town and all 
other officers except a collector of taxes. 


Art. 9. To determine what sums of money the town 
will raise by taxation for the following purposes, for the 
ensuing year. 


For the support of Common Schools and High School 
Tuition. 


For the support of School Houses. 

For the support of Poor. 

For the support of Roads and Bridges—Summer. 
For the support of Roads and Bridges—Winter. 
For Abatements. 

For Superintendent of School’s salary. 

For Cutting Bushes, Improved Roads. 

For Incidentals. 


For Aid to Dependent Children. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$30.00 for Public Nursing in Newburgh, said sum to be 
expended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 


Art. 11. To see what sum the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for State Aid road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 44 and 
49, Chap. 23, R. S. 1954, as amended. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for maintenance of improved 
sections of third class road, or to be used in connection 
with the third class apportionment made by the State for 
improvement of third class road. 


Art. 18. To see what action the town wishes to take 
in regard to the uncollected taxes for 1956. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of 
any real estate acquired by the town for non-payment of 
taxes thereon on such terms as they deem advisable and 
to execute deeds for such property. 


Art. 15. To see if the town, for the purpose of pro- 
curing a temporary loan or loans to and for the use of 
said town in conducting its municipal business in the 
current municipal year of 1957 and in anticipation of and 
to be paid out of the taxes of the current municipal year 
of 1957 will authorize and direct the town treasurer, 
subject to the approval of the selectmen, to borrow from 
time to time, during said municipal year, a sum or sums 
not exceeding in the aggregate, the sum of eight thousand 
dollars, and to make, execute and deliver the negotiable 
note or notes of the town therefor, payable within said 
current municipal year and upen such terms as shall be 
satisfactory to said town treasurer and selectmen, any 
debt or debts incurred hereunder to be paid out of money 
raised by taxation during the present municipal year. 


Art. 16. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to collection of 1957 taxes and elect a collector 
of property tax and fix his or her compensation. 


Art. 17. To elect an excise tax collector and fix her or 
his compensation. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to give a 3% 
discount on all 1957 taxes paid in full on or before July 1, 
1957 and a 2% discount on all 1957 taxes paid in full on 
or before Oct. 1, 1957. 


Art. 19. To see whether the town will direct the Select- 
men to accept, in accordance with their terms, the pro- 
visions of paragraph a. of clause Fourth of the will of 


Leroy M. Bickford, which reads as follows: 

“a. To the Selectmen of the Town of Newburgh in the 
County of Penobscot and State of Maine, fcur-tenths 
(4/10) of said net income, to be used by the Select- 
men of said town annually, for the repair, mainten- 
ance and permanent improvement of the highways 
in said town.” 


Art. 20. To see whether the town will direct the 
Selectmen to accept, in accordance with their terms, the 
provisions of paragraph b. of clause Fourth of the will of 
Leroy M. Bickford, which reads as follows: 

“b. To the Selectmen of said Town of Newburgh, an 
additional four-tenths of said net income, to be 
used by them for the maintenance and improvement 
of the public schools in said town, and in the hiring 
of teachers who are to teach in said schools, with 
the express direction however, that no part of said 
amount shall be used by said Selectmen, either 
directly or indirectly, for the hiring of any teacher 
or teachers who are not graduates of a State Normal 
School or some high institutions of learning.” 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to have their 
employees insured under the Workmens Compensation 
Law and accept the provisions of said law. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum 
of $200.00 from the Alexander L. Croxford Estate, income 
to be used for the perpetual care of the Charles Folsom 
lot in Chapman Cemetery. 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
sum of $150.00 from Ina Chapman, the income to be used 
for the perpetual care of the Clifton hak tele: lot in 
Chapman Cemetery. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
the following roads as town roads and designate them as 
private highways. 

No. 1. The road leading from the South Road to 
the Monroe town line, known as the Trundy Road. 

No. 2. The road leading from the Chapman Road 
at Percey Porter's place to the land of Clara Knight 
heirs. 

No. 3. The road from the Thurlough Bridge to 
where the Baker Brook crosses the Porter Road. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to expend enough 
of the State Aid money for 1957 to complete the building 
of the South Road from where it was left off on Hemlock 
Hill to end of Millard Nealley’s Road. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to repair the 
tomb in the Knowlton Cemetery and if so to raise money 
for so doing. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise money 
for buying snow fence and if so how much. 


Art. 28. To confirm the election of Lewis Newell, 
President and Chief of the Newburgh Volunteer Fire De- 
partment, as Town Fire Chief. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise $200 
to $300.00 per year to assist the Newburgh Volunteer 
Fire Department to meet expenses of fire house mainten- 
ance and an adequate alarm system. 


Art. 30. To receive the report of the committee ap- 
pointed at the last Annual Meeting for the purpose of 
studying the present and future educational needs of New- 
burgh, and to see if the Town wishes to raise any money in 
connection therewith or to take any other action. 


Art. 31. To act on any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

An audit has been completed of the financial records 
of the Town of Newburgh for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 15, 1956. The audit included an examination of the 
records maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Tax Col- 
lector and Treasurer. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


While all transactions were not examined in detail, 
accounts were tested and checked by methods and to the 
extent deemed appropriate. All asset and liability accounts 
were reviewed and direct verification was made to the 
extent considered necessary. 


Transactions affecting taxes receivable, tax liense and 
tax acquired property were reviewed. The records of 
excise tax receipts were checked in detail. Appropriation, 


revenue and expenditure records of the departmental 
accounts were examined. Trust fund investments and re- 


lated transactions were reviewed. 


The 1955 commitment of taxes to the Collector was 
examined and reconciled with the records of the Assessors. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance at the end of the year was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the Merchants National 
Bank as of February 15, 1956. Transactions affecting taxes, 
tax liens and tax acquired property were reviewed and 
unpaid accounts at the end of the year were checked and 
reconciled with the balances shown on the records of the 
Selectmen and Collector. Accounts receivable were ex- 
amined and appeared to be correctly stated. 
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LIABILITIES 


The amount of $50.00 shown under accounts payable 
is the result of an overpayment on taxes which had not 
been refunded. 


Notes payable were increased by $1000.00. This was 
the amount of the unpaid balance of temporary loans at 
the end of the year and which was transferred to notes 


payable. 
RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Excise taxes for 1956 which were collected prior to 
February 15, 1956 have been carried forward to the ensu- 
ing year. 

A net overdraft balance of $904.32 was carried forward 
in the departmental accounts. This represents the differ- 
ence between an overdraft in the school account of 


$1,332.06 and a balance in school repairs amounting to 
$427.74. 


At the close of the year, the Town had an unappro- 
priated surplus of $5,429.14 as compared with $4,772.41 at 
the close of the previous year. This gain is due to the 
excess of available funds over expenditures. 


GENERAL 


It was determined that all funds received by the Treas- 
urer had been deposited in the bank and all expenditures 
had been made by check and authorized by warrants 
drawn by the Selectmen. 


Vouchers and payrolls were examined to the extent 


deemed appropriate and appeared to be proper charges 
to the accounts involved.

During the year The Fire Department was called out 
five times. Each call was caused by a chimney fire, and 
all were extinguished without damage or financial loss. 
A number of fire hazards were reduced by controlled 


burning of dry grass. 
The Fire Department calls attention to the danger of 


uncared for chimneys. All residents are urged to clean and 
inspect their chimneys this summer and reduce the fire 
hazard, which is the most serious one we face. 


Several new water holes were dug during the year and 
the Department hopes this work will continue. The best 
Department in the country is helpless without water and 
water holes and farm ponds may make the difference 
between a minor fire and being burned out. 


-~Presently the N. V. F. D. is in excellent shape. It has 
39 fully paid members and a cash balance on hand at the 
close of the year of $592.92, with all bills paid. Much of 
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the credit for this position is due to the activity of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary, which raised and turned over to the 
Fire Department $650.00 during the year. 


However, it views with some concern an annual alarm 
expense of $200.00 to $300.00 per year, which will become 
effective when the proposed dial telephone system is in- 
stalled in Newburgh.

Health is one of life’s greatest assets. Therefore, a well- 
rounded Public Health program, accomplished through 
education and guidance, is essential to every community. 

Every child should have a healthy start in life. It was 
with this in mind that visits to prenatal, postnatal, infants 
and preschool children were made during the past year. 

Three Child Health Conferences held in August, Sep- 
tember, and October had a fair attendance. Each child 
attending was given a physical examination. In addition 
to the immunizations fer whooping cough, diphtheria, 
tetanus, and smallpox, preschool children were offered 
polio vaccine. 

Conferences were held with the school personnel which 
many times necessitated home visits to determine serious- 
ness of the child’s problems and to offer assistance when 
needed. Polio vaccine clinics were held in February and 
May. Seventy-three children received two inoculations. 
Third or booster inoculations will be given early in 1957. 

Services of the Crippled Children, Cardiac, Pediatric, 
and Hard of Hearing Clinics sponsored by the State 
Maternal and Child Health Division have been made 
available for early diagnosis and continued treatment of 
defects. 

Chest x-rays were made available to those needing this 
service through appointments arranged by the family 
physician and your public health nurse. 

My sincere thanks to those who have assisted me this 
past year.

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby

Art. 8. To choose a treasurer of the town and all 
other officers except a collector of taxes. 


Art. 9. To determine what sums of money the town 
will raise by taxation for the following purposes, for the 
ensuing year. 


For the support of Common Schools and High School 
Tuition. 

For the support of School Houses. 

For the support of Poor. 

For the support of Roads and Bridges — Summer. 

For the support of Roads and Bridges — Winter. 

For Abatements. 
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Superintendent of School's salary. 
For Incidentals. 
For Aid to Dependent Children. 


Art 10. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$40.00. for Public Nursing in Newburgh, said sum to be 
expended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 


Art. 11. To see what sum the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for State Aid road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 44 and 
49, Chap. 23, R. S. 1954, as amended. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for maintenance of improved 
sections of third class road, or to be used in connection 
with the third class apportionment made by the State for 
improvement of third class road. 


Art. 18. To see what action the town wishes to take 
in regard to the uncollected taxes for 1957. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of any 
real estate acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon on such terms as they deem advisable and to 
execute deeds for such property. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to pass the fol- 
lowing resolution or take any action with respect thereto: 


RESOLVED: That the Town Treasurer with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen or a majority thereof be and they 
are hereby authorized to borrow from time to time in

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REPORT OF THE 
SPECIAL SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Since the appointment of this committee at the last 
annual Town Meeting, the whole school construction and 
operation situation in Maine has been changed by the 
passage of the so-called Sinclair Act by the 98th Legislature 
and its amendment passed at the second session of that 
Legislature. 


This act is quite complicated, but the two provisions 
of greatest concern to Newburgh are: The formation of 
school districts large enough to provide a high school 
population of at least 300 pupils, and the fact that such 
organized districts will receive subsidies, not only for 
operation of the school system as in the past, but also for 
construction. Towns which do not choose to join such 
districts will not be eligible for quite as substantial an 
operating subsidy from the State, and will receive no 
construction subsidy at all. 


It, therefore, seemed to your committee that, to propose 
that the town take individual action to erect a new con- 
solidated school would be extremely ill-advised both 
financially and educationally. Therefore, with the passage 
of the Sinclair Act, the committee ceased working on plans 
for a consolidated school for Newburgh and has devoted 
its time to a thorough investigation of the various proposals 
for formation of a school district of which Newburgh might 


profitably form a part. 


Several meetings were held in Carmel and the possi- 
bility of a district, roughly equivalent to our present school 
Union, was carefully considered. It was unanimously agreed 
by your committee that for both educational and financial 
reasons, such a district would not be advantageous to 


Newburgh. 
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Next, a potential district including some twelve towns 
from Levant to Prospect and west to Dixmont, Etna and 
Exeter, was considered. Town selectmen and school com- 
mittees from these towns met for a preliminary discussion 
and it was decided the area should be split in two sections. 
As a result of this split, the towns of Hampden, Newburgh, 
Dixmont, Winterport, Frankfort and possibly Monroe are 
studying the numerous factors involved in the organiza- 
tion and functioning of a school district. 


The study is being organized and carried out in this 
general fashion: A steering or coordinating committee has 
been set up to direct the study. Sub-committees have been 
appointed and are already at work studying these seven 
factors which are of vital importance in connection with 
organizing a district — Finance, Population, High School 
Building. High School Curriculum, Elementary Schools, 
Transportation, and Publicity. 


Newburgh is represented on all these committees, which 
has necessitated the informal addition of the following 
citizens to the original committee of five appointed at the 
last Town Meeting: Mrs. Augustus Newcomb, Mrs. Phyllis 
Riley, Basil Simpson and Norman Balabas. 


Some idea of the scope of the work to be done may be 
imagined from the requirement of the state, namely that 
specific and detailed plans and programs must be sub- 
mitted for review before a potential district can receive 
state approval and thus be eligible for all the financial 
assistance provided by the Sinclair Act. 


It is most unlikely that such a study can be completed in 
less than six or eight months. Therefore, no action need be 
taken at the present Town Meeting except to reappoint 
the committee and confirm its power to represent the 
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Town in these studies. At this point, it is most important 
to emphasize that this committee has no power whatever 
to commit the Town to any course of action. Its responsi- 
bility is solely to fully represent the Town in the study 
now going on, or any others which changing circumstances 
might bring about and, on the basis of such studies, to 
make recommendations to the Town as to the most profit- 
able action. But the action itself, whether to join or not 
join a district, is wholly up to the Town, such action to be 
taken at a regular or special Town Meeting. 


The Newburgh committee feels this is probably the 
most important matter which has or will come before the 
Town for action for many, many years, and it pledges 
itself to give the citizens every bit of information available 
as the studies gradually take shape, so that when the time 
for Town action comes, everyone will be thoroughly in- 
formed and able to vote intelligently. 


To this end, two informal meetings have already been 
held and numerous others will take place. In closing, it is 
reiterated that your committee can not, under the law. 
bind Newburgh to any action whatever. Its sole function 
is to investigate, to study and to give the facts to the citizens 
for their final action.

COMMENTS 


An audit has been completed of the financial records 
of the Town of Newburgh for the fiscal year ended February 
15, 1957. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Tax Collector and 
Treasurer. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


All asset and liability accounts were reviewed and direct 
verfication was made to the extent considered necessary. 
Transactions affecting taxes receivable, tax liens and tax 
acquired property were reviewed. Excise tax collections 
were checked with the copies of the receipts issued. Appro- 
priation, revenue and expenditure records of the depart- 
mental accounts were examined. .Trust fund investments 
and related transactions were reviewed. The 1957 com- 
mitment of taxes to the Collector was examined and recon- 
ciled with the records of the Assessors. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance at the end of the year was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the Merchants National 
Bank as of February 15, 1957. Transactions affecting taxes, 
tax liens and tax acquired property were reviewed and 
unpaid accounts at the end of the year were checked and 
reconciled with the balances shown on the records of the 
officials concerned. Accounts receivable were examined 
and appeared to be correctly stated.

LIABILITIES 
Notes payable were reduced by $1,000.00 which was 


paid from current funds, leaving an outstanding balance 


of $3,000.00. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The unexpended balance of excise taxes was carried 
forward to the ensuing year. A net overdraft balance of 
$1,802.16 was carried forward in the departmental accounts. 

At the close of the year, the Town had an unappro- 
priated surplus amounting to $8,269.91 as compared with 
$5,429 at the close of the preceding year. The gain was 
due to the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


GENERAL 


During the course of the audit, it was determined that 
all funds had been deposited in the bank and all disburse- 
ments had been made by check and authorized by warrants 
drawn by the Selectmen. 

Vouchers and payrolls were examined to the extent 
deemed appropriate and appeared to be proper charges to 
the accounts involved.

Expenditures of the N. V. F. D. for the year February 
1, 1957 to January 31, 1958 were as follows:

The N. V. F. D. is in good financial shape. Cash balance 
on hand at the end of the fiscal year was $477.71, of which 
$300.00 represented the contribution of the Town to the 
support of the Fire Department. Bills outstanding amount- 
ed to $2.80. 


The N. V. F. D. also maintains a small separate special 
fund composed of membership dues. This fund is drawn 
on for flowers of fruit for hospital patients, cards for the 
sick, gifts of appreciation for retiring members when 
appropriate, N. V. F. D. charitable contributions, or for 
recreational purposes, as distinct from business expenses 
of the Department. 


During the year the Fire Department was called out 
14 times. 8 calls were for chimney fires, all of which were 
extinguished without serious damage. One call was to 
Dixmont, where N. V. F. D., Dixmont and Unity Depart- 
ments were successful in saving the residence of Mr. Neil 
Smith, although the barn was lost. One call was for a fire 
at the home of Galen Snow. With the aid of the Hampden 
and Carmel Departments, the house was saved, although 
the barn, garage and shed were lost. A farm pond 100 
feet from the buildings was instrumental in saving the 
house. 


During the year § farm ponds or water holes were dug. 
The Snow fire was an excellent demonstration of their 
value. 


Since the installation of the dial system, there have 
been a disturbing number of false alarms. An occasional 
error in dialing is understandable, and a prompt acknowl- 
edgement of such an error will prevent an unfair hard- 
ship on Department members, whose services are voluntary 
and unpaid. Deliberate false alarms, if any such occur, 
are very seriously viewed by State authorities and may 
result in heavy fines, or worse. 


The Ladies’ Auxiliary, N. V. F. D., has completed 
another year of active work. They have contributed $200.00 
directly to Fire Department Funds, as well as purchasing 
for the Department sets of raincoats, boots and hats. They 
have also enthusiastically supported the Department’s own 
fund-raising activities.

Of this group only one graduates in June. To add 10 
from the 8th. grade we have a possible 44 for the next school 
year. Tuition costs for the past semester alone were 
$5,381.65. In view of these facts and the probable increase 
in tuition rates, our recommendation of $12,000.00 seems 
low. 


Under the new minimum wage scale for teachers, we 
have to increase salaries by $1,500.00. Other items in our 
budget have been kept at a minimum, 
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At the present time it seems possible that within a year 
we may be operating as a part of a new administrative 
unit. The advantages provided by the “Sinclair Bill” are 
such that every small town should get in on the ground 
floor. “ss

DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 


January 1 to December 31, 1957 


A generalized Public Health Nursing Program has, as 
in previous years, been carried on in your town. Each tax- 
payer of your community, directly or indirectly, bears the 
cost of this service and should be interested in a sound 
health program for this town. 

We continually strive to promote the best health and 
welfare in each individual. Hence, home visits have been 
made to prenatal, postnatal, infants, preschool, and school 
children this year. 

Three Child Health Conferences were held in August, 
September, and October with a definite increase in attend- 
ance. Each child was given at least one physical examina- 
tion plus the needed immunization for whooping cough, 
diphtheria, tetanus, smallpox, and polio. 

Conferences with school personnel, home visits to school 
children, and polio clinics have made a busy school pro- 
gram. In February and March 141 children were given 
either first, second, or third inoculations for polio. In 
September audiometer tests were given to 122 school chil- 
dren. 

Children in your town have benefited by the Crippled 
Children, Cardiac, and Pediatric Clinics sponsored by the 
Maternal and Child Health Division of the State Health 
and Welfare Department. Referrals for these services are 
made available by the family physician. 

In the Tuberculosis Contro] Program chest x-ray clinics 
have been made available for those needing this service. 

My sincere thanks to those who have assisted me in the 
local health program.
